CC pARIS, DEC. 8. 

‘< Bets are making, two to one, by all the 
Americans in Paris, that peace will be con. 
eluded with England in less than ten days. 
They speak, no doubt, as they wish, and as 
they fecl that the necessities of their Govera= 
meut may. require. All the English [ have 
met with, on the contrary, ‘deprecate that 
event as the most humiliating and deplorable 
that can he imagincd, except after a series of 
victories by sca and land, and upen condi 
tions which should commemorate, in some dee 
gree, the victorie by which they were pree 
‘ceded. 

“‘Detachments of troops are arriving, 
within these two days, in all the villages 
‘round Paris, to prevent the chance of any 
disturbance on the part of the reernits now 
on the point of marching away to join their 
respective regiments. Rumour here exag. 
gerates the amount of the new lcvy to 300,000 
men, but it does not in reality excced 80,000, 
‘the number already stated to you.” 

The following extract of a letter from Paris 
has been published. For its veracity we do 
not‘vouch. We are aware that there was a 


„rumour at Paris of a conspiracy—but it was 


mentioned lo us only as a rumour. With 
respect te the Duke of Wellington, his 
Grace, as we dcarn from &ifferent quarters,

“An aflair of a very disagrecable nature 
has just transpired. The King had siguified 
his intention of going to the Odeon on fhurs. 
day evening. Phe Duc d'Aumont, as usual, 
engaged all the places in the lower side. boxes, 
which he distributed to the French Nobility 
and foreigners of rank. Half an hour pre- 
vious to the departure of his Majesty from 
the Tuileries, Marmont, one of the Captains, 
af his guard on service that day, disctosed to 
him the details of one of the most odious con. 


„spiracies that the Revolution, fertile in atro. 


cities, has yet produced. Jt was resolved, as 
the King was returning from his box to his 
Carriage, to surround him with loud acclamae 
tions, and to stile him and the other Mem. 
bers of the Royal Famity amidst the crics of 
“Vivele Roi!’ When this was communie 
cated to his Majesty, he replied, with undis. 
turbed serenity—t Que la volonté de Dieu 
soit faite. Jai dit que jirai an spectacle et 


g as the affairs of je c’yrendrai’” After reflecting a moment, 


addressing himself to the Olkcers of his 
Guard and Household around him, he côn= 
tinsed, “Au reste, Messieurs, c'est votre 
affaire” Every necessary precaution was 
taken — the. streets as the royal equipages 
passed were lined with soldiers, and a regi. 
ment of cuirassiers followed them. The Garde 
da Corps were in readiness al night, and not 
less than 20,000 men were under arms. Nu. 
merous arrcstations have since taken place, 
and itis supposed much publicity will be 
given to the proceedings. S—b=t=i Els, 
and other discontended Officers, arc said to 
be implicated. In the mean time the King, 
accompanied by the Duchess d’A ngouleme, le 
Comte d'Artois, and the Duc de Berri, graced 
the magniâcent box prepared for them, oppoe 
site the stage. 1 had the advantage of being 
exceedingly near the Royal Family. The af. 
fair had not been then divulged to the public. 
The shouts of Vive le Roi! Vive Mousteur ! 
recchoed from all parts of the House, and 
his Majesty acknowledged them with many 
cordial salatations and the smile of unaffected 
goodness. The nearest boxes on either side 
were filled with Officers of his Guard. ‘The 
Duke of Orleans was in the box immediately 
adjoining, and the Duke of Wellington in the 
one opposite. Lt was observed his Majesty 
bowed graciously to him. The Duke of Wel. 
lington was the only officer of rank out of 
uniform. He was dresscd, as he geuerally is, 


in a plain coat, but enriched with the Order 
of the Garter. His Grace, accustomed to 
distinguish himself in more noble trials, it is 
believed, in this and in other instances, pays 
but little heed to the opinion of the people. 
A marked neglect of their customs has, how. 
ever, occastoned some diminution’ of the 
enthusiasm he at first excited. Ll vught not to 
omit adding, with respect to the coaspiracy, 
there are persons who consider it less impor- 
tant, because it ie said to be detected by Mar. 
mont, and whenever he is on duty at the 
‘Tuileries similar movements are aanvunced, 
„ The King’s Guards are under arms all night 
the muskets are charged=—eind finally, nota 
shot fired. From the uudisguised aversion of 
the other Marshals he has every reason to 
shelter uader the protection of the Court. 
He met at Marshal Ney’s where he was ia. 
vited necessarily as Captain of the Guard, a 
few evenings since, the most cold reception. 
The repiy of Macdonald, which is fresh in 
every one's meinory, was repeated in every 
quarter, Sume short time after the entre of 
the Bourbons, Marmont was discussing freely 
publie events, and the part he himself had 
played. Confounded at the observations ha 
heard, and willing to justify himself, he said, 
€ | am certain of the parity of my intentions ; 
I acted for the good of France, but yet one is 
liable to be misrepeesented: I would give my 
ari not to have done what Ì have in the same 
manner.” _ ** Dates plutot la vie,” rcjoined 
Macdonald, ‘fet vaus n'en seriez que trop 
heureux.” He is considered hy the remains 
of the veteran soldiers of France, aî a dis. 
honour to the army. One cannot hear, wath. 
out emotion, a proof they gave some time 
since of their attachment to their colours:

COMMERCIAL CHRONICLE, 
DecsuBEeR 15. 


We have received French Papers to the 
12ih instant. They contain some curiaus 
articles of intelligence fram Spain, which 
arc.as follow 2 — 

“MADRID, Nov. 28, 

6 Some days ago the Government wishin 
to destroy every possible recallection of 
the Cortes, caused all the papers in which 
any accounts respecting the proceedings 
of that assembly were published, to be 
collected together; and particularly the 
Journals Ziberates, L'Albesa, El Ree 
dactor, El Conciso, El Universal, &c. 
They were conveyed in two carriages to 
the square of Laa Cebada, where they 
were burnt with all (he formalities formerly 
observed inan Autoeda-fe. It was a matter 
of astonishment that the new Minister M. 
de Cevallos did not oppose this strange 
ceremony. : 6 

«On the day when the last Mails 
arrived from France, several new arrests 
took place, occasianed by the correspon. 
dence with Spaniards who have emigrated 
to France. The Inquisition has also 
caused several persons to be arrested.” 

Another article from Madrid, of the date 

of the 30th of November, contains a De- 
cree of the King of Spain respecting the 
sentence passed on Macanaz and several 
other persons. In this the King says, that 
when Divine Providence had delivered 
him from the captivity to which he had 
been causigned, to the great injury of his 
beloved subjects, he wished to place next 
his heart, and under his protection, all 
those who had participated in his mis- 
fortunes; among these he thought Don 
Pedro Macanaz worthy of his regard, and 
chose him his Minister of Justice. But 
complaints were soon made against him, 
and on inquiry it appeared he had com 
mitted erimes deserving af severe chastise- 
ment, and had betrayed his fidelity to his 
Sovereign; and that in conscquence of the 
guilt of Macanaz, he sentenced him to be 
deprived of his employment, his honours, 
and to be'shut up duciag pleasure ia {he

imprisoned eight years, and pay a fine of 
ten thousand francs; he has ordered that 
Louisa Petit, a native of France,. be sent 
to her own country; that Jos-ph Mora« 
gos, a merchant of Mahon, do pay a fine 
of 15,000 franks; that Don Jayme Doz, 
a merchant of Madrid, and his son, do 
pay a fine of 6650 francs; that Don 
Lazare De Roda, Fraicois Estanga, &c, 
do prxy other fines ; and several others are 
named as persons suspected, and whose 
conduct will be watched. 

The news from Vienna comes downto the 
30th of November. lt is remarked, that the 
important intelligencethat was circuiateddon 
the evening of the 27th, had not been pub= 
lished in The Austrian Observer ot the 
29th, or Jin. The Kings of. BAVARIA 
and WirremBura were toleave Vienna 
on the Ist of December and on the 10th, 
the Eimperors of Austria and Russza 
were to set out for Mauuich and Baden. 
The latter was to make his solemn entry 
into Warsaw on the Ist of January, and 
that circumstance geemed ta confirm the 
reports that the Congress had adapted the 
status quo of 1802, respecting the houne 
daries of Russia and Prussia. Tiedepare 
ture of these Sovereigns wasto make no 
difference in the proceedugs af the Cone 
gress, which are to be conducted by Mie 
nisters ; these it is supposed will make a 
long stay, as somme ot them have taken 
their apertments for five or six months 
longer. A general belief prevails that the 
King of SaxoNy will be restored.
